COUNTY MEETINGS COMMENDED 


Large'Number of Young People 
Take Part in Industrial Con­ 
tests This Season 


I have just finished the visitation of 
schools for the spring term . 
Ninety 
schools were visited in the last five and 
half months, involving travel by team 
of over 1,000 miles. 
I found the work of the teachers 
much above the average, many of them 
doing a high grade of work. 
The pres­ 
ent plan of holding teachers’ meetings 
has aroused a spirit of enthusiasm th at 
has resulted in more skillful planning 
and more thoughtful preparation of the 
daily wo k of the school room than was 
possible under the old plan of teachers’ 
m eetings. 
The country school board meetings, 
made possible by a law passed in 1907, 
have also borne good results, as evi­ 
denced by the painting of buildings, 
beautifying of grounds, better supply 
of tex t books and other m aterial needed 
for first-class work on the part of 
teachers and pupils. 
The boards have 
been aroused to the necessity for bet­ 
te r heating and ventilation of school 
rooms. 
A number of buildings have 
recently been supplied with modern 
plants for heating and ventilation. 
A 
num ber of districts have within the 
past year added libraries, book cases, 
m aps and globes. 
Six schools will re­ 
ceive special state aid to the amount 
of $125 and two the am ount of $250. 
A large number of pupils have en­ 
rolled in the state industrial contest, 
stim ulated to enter the contest by the 
premiums taken last year by pupils of 
this county. 
Last year a twelve-year- 
old boy of Crow W ing school received 
a premium of $6 on IO ears of corn. 
I 
hope to see more premiums taken this 
year by our boys and girls in this con­ 
test. 
The pupils 
of the 
Dykeman 
school have a fine garden on the school 
grounds, the boys of the school plow­ 
ing the ground, planting the seeds, and 
caring for the growing plants. 
The industrial contest and the school 
garden were planned by the state ag­ 
ricultural school 
for the purpose of 
educating the boys and girls for the 
farm instead of away from it. 
Pupils 
who engage in this interesting work 
have not done so a t the expense of 
their other studies but have been found 
to taking increased interest in their 
books, the experim ental work showing 
the need of more education for success­ 
fully carrying on the work. 
The teachers’ summer training school 
will open in the W ashington school 
building next Monday, the 22d, at 2 
o’clock in the afternoon. 
The pros­ 
pects are for a large attendance, not­ 
w ithstanding the fact th at a number of 
the older teachers 
have gone to the 
normal schools for advanced work.
